From the Lab Notebook of Mr. Tsukada, I confirm that: 
Poly [{6-<l,l,3,3-tetramethylbutyl)amino-l, 3, 5-triazine-2, 4-diyl} {(2, 2, 6, 
6^tetramethyl-4^)iperidyl)imino}hexamethylene { (2, 2, 6, 6-tetramethyM-piperidyl) imino}] 
which was used in Example 3 of US Patent No. 6,953,819 (Keisuke Tsukada) is the same as

that used in Comparative Example 1 of the present specification, and 400 nm light 
transmittance by 10 mm light path quartz cell in 5 wt% chloroform solution must be 89.0%.
